RULES 
New Delhi, the 18th April 1964 
No . 1/64-CS ( A ). — The Rules for a competitive examina 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
December 1964 , for the purpose of filling vacancies in the 
following Services are published for general information : 

(i) Central Secretariat Service - - Assistants Grade; 
( ii) Indian Foreign Service ( B ) - Grade IV ( Assistants ) ; 
( iii ) Railway Board Secretariat Service— Grade IV 

( Assistants ) . 
NOTE . - - In addition to the three Services mentioned above , 
somc appointments on the results of this examination may 
also be made to posts of Assistants in certain Olices not 
included within the purview of any of these Services , e .g ., 
Election Commission , Department of Tourism , Department 
of Parliamentary Affairs, Intelligence Bureau , etc . 

2 . The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 
ITI to , these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission . 
3. A candidate must be either : 

(a ) a citizen of India , or 
( b ) a subject of Sikkim , or 
( c ) a subject of Nepal, or 
( d ) 1 subject of Bhutan . Or 
( c ) A Tibetan refugec who came over to India , before 

the 1st January 1962, with the intention of per 

manently settling in Tudia , or 
( f ) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 

Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 

in India , 
Provided that a candidate belonging to categories ( c ) , ( d ) , 
( c ) and ( f ) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi 
ficate of cligibility has been granted by the Government of 
India and if he belongs to category ( f ) the certificate of 


eligibility will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which such a candidato 
will be retained in service subject to his having acquired 
Indian citizenship . 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however , be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : 

( i ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan beforo 

the nincteenth day of July 1948 , and have ordinarily 

been residing in India since then . 
(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on or 

after the nineteenth day of July 1948 , and have got 
themselves registered as citizens of India under 

Articlc 6 of the Constitution . 
( iii) Non -citizens in category ( f ) above who entered 

service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution , viz ., 26th 
January 1950, and who have continued in 
such service since then without a break . Any such 
person who re - entered or may re -enter such scrvice 
with break after the 26th January 1950 , will, how 
ever, require certificate of eligibility in the usual 

way . 
Provided further that candidates belonging to categories ( c ) , 
( d ) and (el ahove will not be eligible for appointment to 
the Indian Forcign Service ( B ) Grade IV , 

A candidate in whosc case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the cxamination and he may 
also he provisionally appointed subject to the necessary cer 
tificate being granted in his favour by the Government. 

4 . No candidate who does not belong to a Schedule Caste 
o 4 Scheduled Tribe or is not resident of the former 
French Settlements or is not a resident of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands or is not a resident of the former Portuguese 
Territories of Goa , Daman and Diu in India or is not a 
repatriatc from Ceylon , shall be permitted to compete more 
than two times at the examination . This restriction is effec 
tivo from the examination held in 1962 . 

NOTE 1. - For ihe purpose of this rule , a candidatc shall 
be deemed to have competed at the cxamination once for all 
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the Services / posts covercd by the examination, if he competes 
for any one or more of the Services/ posts. 

Noit 2 . - A candidate shall be deçmed to have competed 
at the examination it he aclually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

5 . ( a ) A candidate for this examination must have attained 
the age of 20 years and must not bave allained the age of 
24 years on the 1st August 1964 , 1.c ., hc must have been 
burn not carlier than 2nd August 1940 , and not later than 
1st August 1944 . 

( b ) The upper age limit prescribed above will be 
relaxable : 

( i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 

belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe ; 
( ii ) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 

resident of the former French Settlements which 
have now become part of India , and has been 

receiving cducation through the medium of Frçnch ; 
( iii ) up to a maximum of four years if a candidate is a 

resident of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands ; 
( iv ) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 

an Indian citizen and is a repatriate from Ceylon . 
( v ) up to a maxiinun of three years if a candidate is 

a resident or the furmer Portuguese Territories of 

Goa , Daman and Diu in India . 
SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED . 

6 . ( a ) A candidate must hold a degrec of any of the 
univcrsities enuinerated in Appendix I, or must possess any 
of the qualifications mentioned in Appendix l - A . 

(b ) In cxccptional cases, the Union Public Service Com 
mission may ticai d candidate who has not the above qualifi 
cation as educationally qualified provided that he hus passed 
an examination , conducted by other institutions, the standard 
of which in the opinion of the Commission , justilies his 
admission to the examination . 

( c ) Candidates who are otherwise cligiblc but who have 
taken degrecs from foreign universities which are not included 
in Appendix I may also apply and may be admitted 10 the 
cxamination at the discretion of the Commission . 

Nore. Candidates who have appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render them eligible to appear 
at this examination but have not been informed of the result 
may apply for admission to the examination . Candidates 
who intend to appear al such t qualitying cxamination may 
also apply , provided the qualifying examination is completed 
before the commenceincnt of this cxamination . Such can 
didates will be admitted to the examination , if otherwise 
eligible , but the admission would be decmed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof of 
having passed thc examination , as soon as possible , and in 
any case not later than two months after the commencement 
of this examination . 

7 . ( a ) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spousc living, marries in any case in 
which such murriage is void by reason of its taking place 
Juring the life -time of such spouse , shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services / posts , Appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitivc cxamina 
tion unless the Government of India after being satisfied that 
there are special grounds for doing so , cxcmpt any mule 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

( b ) No teniale candidate whose marriage is void by reason 
of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who his married it person who has a wiſe living 
at the time of such inarriage shall be eligible for appointment 
to any of the Services posts, appointments to which are made 
on the results of this competitive examination unless the 
Government of India after being satisfied that there are special 
grounds for doing so , exempt any female candidate from the 
operation of this rule . 

( c ) Women candidates who are married will not ordinarily 
be cligible tor appoiptment to Grade IV of the I. F . S . ( B ). A 
woman member of this Grude who is not married shall obtain 
the permission of the Government, in writing, before her 
marriage is solemnised , At any time, after the marriage , a 
woman member of the Service may be required to resign 
from the service , if the Government is satisfied that her family 
and domestic commitments are likely to come in the way of 
the duc and ellicient discharge of her duties as a member 
of the Service , 

8 . A candidate already in Government Service , whether in 
a permanent or temporary capacity , must obtain prior per 
mission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
examination . 

9 . A candidate must be in good nicntal and bodily health 
and free from any physical detect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his dutics as an oflicer of the Service . 
A candidate , who after such medical examination , as may 
he prescribed by the competent authority , is found not to 
satisfy these requirements. will not be uppointed . Only such 
candidates as are likely to be considered for appointment will 
bc medically examined . 


10 . Success in the examination conſers no right 10 appoint 
ment , unless Government are satisiled , after such enquiry as 
Didny ve Ulstered trossary, 1141 the candidate is Suilable 
10 all respects for « ppointment to the service / post, 

II . The dec. sion of the Conimission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise , of a candidate for admission to the examination 
snall be final, 

im . No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless ne holds a ceruticate of adınıssion from the Commis 
sion , 

13 . Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix 
11. No cum for a relund of the tees will be entertained 
Ciepl to the extent stated in that Appendix , nor can the fçcs 
be held in reserve for any other examination or selection . 

14 . No recommendation except thosc required in the appli 
cation form will be taken into cons. deration . Any attempt 
on the part of a candidate to obtain support for his candida 
iure by any means nay disqualify him tor admission , 

15 . A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com 
Mission guilty of mpersonation or of submitting fabricated 
Jollinents or documents which have been tampereu with or 
uf naning statements which are incorrect or false or of sup 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
Other irregular or improper means for obtain .ng admission to 
the examination , or of using or attempting to use unfair 
mcans in the cxamination hall OI of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, may in addition to rendering himself Table 
to criminal prosecution , - - 
(a ) be debarred permanently or for a specified period : 

( i ) hy thc Commission, from udinission to any 

examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Cominiss .on for selection of can 

didates ; and 
( ii ) by the Central Government from employment 

under Governmçnt; 
(6 ) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 

rulos, if he is already in service under Governinent. 
16 . Out of the total number of vacancies in the various 
services or Offices, decided to be filled on the results of this 
examination such number , not excecding 45 % of the 
vacancies lo be filled in cach Service or Office , as the case 
muy bc, as may be determined by Government shall be 
reserved for the appointment of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes . . The number of 
vacancies in cach service or Ollice to be reserved separately 
for the Scheduled Castes and Schedulcd Tribes , respectively , 
shall also be determined by Government : 

Provided that if there are only two vacancies to be filled 
in any Service or Office , one of them may be reserved for 
the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes . 

17 . After the examination , candidates will be usranged by 
the Commission in order of merit as disclosed by the aggrc 
gaic marks finally awarded to each candidate and in that 
order so many candidates up to the number of unreserved 
vacancies decided to be filled on the results of this exanina 
tion as are found by the Commission in their discretion to 
be qualified by the examination and are considered by 
Government or the appointing authority , as the case may be , 
to be suitable in all other respects shall he appointed : 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualificd 
by the standard prescribed by the Commission for any 
Service , is declared by them to be suitable for appointment 
thereto with Jue regard to the maintenance of cfficiency of 
administration , shall be cntitled to be appointed to vacancies 
reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and the 
Schedulcd Tribes as the case may be, in that service. 

NOTE 1. - Duc consideration will be given to the prefe 
Tences expressed by a candidate at the time of his application 
( c .f, Col. 27 of the application form ) but a candidate may 
be assigned to any Service / post for which the examination 
is held , 

NOTE 2 . The form and inanncr of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion . 

18 . Appointments will be made on prubation for a period 
of two ycars. The period of probation may be extended, if 
considered necessary . 

19. Candidates will be required to pass a test in type 
wriung conducted by the Commission , at a minimum speed 
of 30 words per miauic , withiu a period of two years from 
the date of appointment to the Assistants Grude. In the 
event of their failure to pass the test within the prescribed 
period , they shall not be entitled to draw any further incre 
ments in the Assistants Grade until they pass such test or 
are exempted from this requiroment under a special of gene 
ral order ; and on passing or being exempted from the test, 
their pay shall be refixed as if their increnients had not been 
withheld , but no arrears of pay shall bc allowed for the 
period the increments had been withheld . 

20 . Conditions of service for Assistants in the Central 
Secretariat Servicc, the Railway Board Secretariat Service and 
the Indian Forcign Service ( B ) are bricfly stated in 
Appendix IV . 

MOHINDAR SINGH , Under Secy , 
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be entertained nor can the foes be held in reserve for any 
other examination or selection . If, however, a candidate is 
not admitted to the examination by the Commission , a refund 
of Rs, 22 , 50 op . ( Rs. 5 .62 P . in the case of candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes ) will be 
made to him .

5 . The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all subjects at the examination, 

6 , From the marks assigned to candidates in each subject 
such deduction will be made as the Commission may consider 
necessary in order to casure that no credit is allowed for 
merely superficial knowledge . 

7 . Deduction up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks for 
the written subjects will made for illegiblo hand -writing. 

8 . Credit will bo given for orderly , effective and cxact 
expression , combined with due oconomy of words in all 
subjects of the examination . 

SCHEDULE 
SYLLABUS OF THE EXAMINATION 
1. Essay : An essay to be written on one of the several 
specified subjects, 
2 . General English : 
(i) Precis writing and drafting : Questions to test the 

the understanding and power to write English . 
Passages will usually be set for summary or precis . 
Candidates will also be required to draft lettera, 
memoranda , etc., making an intelligent use of givon 

mattor, 
( ii ) Questions on synonyms, antonyms, idiomatic use of 

words and phrases and common citors . 
( iii ) Parts of speech , analysis, syntax and direct and 

indirect speech , 
NOTE . — In paper 2 , questions on precis writing will carry 
75 marks, drafting 75 marks and those on grammar , idioms, 
etc . 50 marks. 

The object of papers 1 and 2 is to test the candidates 
ability to write the language correctly . Account will be 
taken of arrangement, general expression and workmanlike 
use of the language. 
3 . Arithmetic : 
Ratio and proportion , percentage , average graphical 

representation of data , reading of lincar graphs and 
tabulation of data . Questions on .Metric systems of 

coins, weights and Measures. 
The questions will be designed to test intelligence, 

accuracy and rapidity in working. 
4 . General Knowledge including Geography of India : 
Knowledge of current events and of such matters of 

everyday observations and experience in their scicn 
tific aspects as may be expected of an educated 
person who has not made a special study of any 
scientific subject. The paper will include questions 
on geography of India . The paper may also includo 
questions on Indian History of a nature which can 
didates should be able to answer without special 
study. 


N .B . ( 1 ) The recognition of the qualifications mentioned 
against items 1 to 3 is valid up to 17th September 1965 . 

( 2 ) The recognition of the qualification mentioned against 
item 4 above is valid up to 10th May 1963 ,

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( b ) The staff employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
entitlcd to the privilege of passes and privilege tichet orders 
on the samc scalc as are admissible to other Railway Staff. 


( i) As regards leave and other conditions of service , staff 
included in the Railway Board s Secretariat Service are treated 
in the same way as other Railway officers but in the matter 
of medical facilities they will be governed by the rules appli 
cable to other Central Government employees with head 
quarters at New Delhi. 


( iii ) INDIAN FOREIGN SERVICE ( B ) 


All posts of Assistant in the Ministry of External Affairs 
and in Indian Diplomatic Consular and Commercial Missions 
and Posts abroad , and a few posts of Assistants in the Minis 
try of Commerce and Industry , are included in Grade IV of 
the General Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service ( B ) .

2 . Rules relating to the future maintenance of the service 
have not yet been finalised but, generally spcaking, persons 
appointed to Gradc IV of the Indian Foreign Service ( B ) 
can look forward to promotion to all higher grades of the 
Service subject to considerations of gcniority and merit. The 
higher grades of the Service are as follows :

NOTE - - Assistants promoted as Section Officers are allowed 
a minimum pay of Rs. 400 p . m . 

( 2 ) Persons recruited direct as Assistants will be on proba 
tion for a period of two years during which they will undergo 
such training and pass such departmental tests as may be 
prescribed by Government. Failure to show sufficient pro 
gress in the course of training or to pass the tests may result 
in the discharge of the probationer from service . 

( 3 ) On conclusion of the period of probation , the Govern 
ment may confirm the probationer in his appointment or , if 
bis work or conduct bas, in the opinion of Government, been 
unsatisfactory, he may either be discharged from the service 
or his period of probation may be extended for such further 
Period as Government may think fit . 

( 4 ) Assistants recruited to the Central Secretariat Service 
will be posted to one of the Ministries or Offices participating 
in the Central Secretariat Service Scheme. They may, how 
cver, at any time be transferred to any other such Ministry or 
Office . 

( 5 ) Assistants will be eligible for promotion to higher 
grades in accordance with the rules in force from time to 
time in this behalf . 

(6 ) Persons appointed to the Assistants Grade of the 
Central Secretariat Service in pursuance of their option for 
that Service will not, after such appointment, have any claim 
for transfer or appointment to any post included in the cadre 
of the Indian Foreign Service ( B ) or the Railway Board 
Secretariat Service Scheme.
